Rent Control Has 
Everybody Ducking

(For James Marlow) 


Washington—(JP) — The 
cold 


war over rer— controls is about to 
break out into another shooting 
spree in congress. Everybody duck. 


This happens once o twice each 


year. But it'- a bit different this 
time. The bat .lef ront will be some- 
what hard to trace on the map. 
Rent controls have been largely in 
ths hands of local communities for 
some time now, and there is no 
uniformity in the land. 


American cities anc* towns fall 


Into several groups. 


1. Some have never been under 


rent controls. 


2. Some 
have 
de-controlled 


themselves. They decided they no 
longer needed rent ceilings. 
So 


they took advantage of a federal 
law passed in 1949, and got rid 
of them. 
This 
group 
Includes 


Miami. San Diego, Oklahoma City 
and about 400 other communities. 


3. Some have been de-controlled 


on the initiative of the federal gov- 
ernment, on the ground that the 
housing shortage had ended there. 
More than 500 communities are in 
this group. 


.4. Some have been de-controlled 


by their state legislatures. Examp- 
les: All places in Virginia, Ala- 
bama, Texas, and Nebraska. New 
York State went out from undrer 
federal controls a year ago but is 
governed by a state rent control 
law instead. 


5. Some communities 'nave de- 


elded to continue rent controls un- 
til the middle of next year. 
A 


law approved last June permits 
them to do this, either by action of 
their governing bodies or by a 
vote of the people. This group In- 
cludes Chicago, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh, St. Louis and 
about 700 other places. 


6. More than 2,000 communities 


under federal rent controls have 
done nothing, and therefore, un- 


der the law of last June, their rent 
controls will automatically end on 
Dec. 31, unless they take action 
to extend them—or unless con- 
gress does: This large group em- 
bracing perhaps 40,000,000 people, 
includes Cleveland, Cincinnati, Bal- 
timore, San Francisco, Kansas

Early Start Made 
To Avert Shortage 
Of Help On Farms 


Harrisburg—An early start to 


overcome a possible shortage of 
farm workers next season In Penn- 
sylvania was made by Miles Horst, 
State Secretary of Agriculture. 


Anticipating the possibility of 


1951 wartime food emergencies and 
the accompanying need for in- 
creased production, the Secretary 
prepared to bring the problem to 
the attention of the Governor's 
Farm Labor Advisory Council at 
an early meeting. He is chairman 
of the council, established last 
summer by Governor James H. 
Duff, under existing state laws. 
Its purpose is to evaluate opera- 
tions and make constructive rec- 
ommendations of the Farm Place- 
ment Service of the Pennsylvania 
State Employment Service, De- 
partment of Labor and Industry. 


During the 1950 crop growing 


and harvest season now drawing to 
a close, approximately 6,00^ out- 
of-state farm workers were used in 
Pennsylvania, Secretary Horst ex- 
plained. About 60,000 
seasonal 


farm and foods workers were as- 
signed jobs this season by the 
Farm Placement Service. 


"Continuing operation of Selec- 


tive Service will take many young 
workers from farms in 1951,'' he 
said. "For nearly ten years there 
has been a shortage of experienc- 
ed workers in Pennsylvania, and 
the task of finding even inexperi- 
enced hands .next season will be 
difficult. 
Sub-committees of the 


council 
are 
studying 
different 


phases of the problem. One of the 
most important requirements at 
this time is the drawing up of sug- 
gestions as a guide to local draft 
boards in the deferment of key 
farm workers. 
Such suggestions 


will be based on national . tand- 
ards." 


The Farm Labor Advisory Coun- 


cil already has taken action on 
recommending increased 
recruit- 


ment of migratory workers for em- 
ergencies; on inspection and li- 
censing regulations for the hous- 
ing of such workers, and sugges- 
tions for the registration of all 
labor contractors Bringing out-of- 
state workers into Pennsylvania.

Harrisburg—(JP)—Good late fall 


weather and 
absence 
of early 


frosts has added more than a mil- 
lion dollars to the 1950 Pennsyl- 
vania farm income. 


Mild fall weather brought pro- 


duction estimates upward substan- 
tially for corn, tobacco, grapes and 
potatoes. 


The good weather during Octob- 


er added another bushel of corn 


to the estimated yield per acre for 
, a total crop of 61,425,000 bushels, 
an increase of 1,350,000 bushels for 
the month of October. 


The estimated production of to- 


bacco advanced nearly 2,000,000 
pounds during October, giving a 
crop of 61,415,000 pounds, about 
2,000,000 pounds higher than 1949 


Grape production also took an 


upsurge, going from an estimated 
20,200 tons or Oct 1 to 23,900 tons 
on Nov. 1. This is one of

For Housewives Who Employ a Servant 


Fur Price War Has 
Eskimo T r a d e r s 
Trapped In Middle 


Anchorage, 
Alaska—(/P)—Joe 


Noogachik, Big Wassilie and Was- 
silc Snowball are in for a tough 
time on the traplines this winter. 


With scores of other 
Eskimo 


trappers in western Alaska, they 
have found themselves right in the 
middle of a fight among fur buy- 
ers. 


The trouble stems from a price 


war between traders and fur buy- 
er" living in the wilderness and 
big mail- order firms 
"outside" 


which are paying more for furs 
and are buying them sight unseen. 
It's still too early to tell who is 
winning, but Wassilie Snowball and 
his friends will have to pa.y in pelts 
no matter what the outcome. 


Until a few yaars ago, things 


were more or less serene. In the 
summer, the Eskimo trappers fish- 
ed for a living or worked in can- 
neries for their groceries. 


Come winter time, they went to 


the white trader at Bethel or Dill- 
ingham or Holy Cross and bought 
some new traps. If they didn't have 
the money ths trader would grub- 
stake them, giving them supplies 
on credit and counting on a good 
trapping- season to bring- 
in 
a 


profit, 


"Why, I've got 537,000 In credit 


on my books," a Uilling-ham trader 
lamented the oiher 
day. 
"With 


mail order houses offering more 
money for the furs than I can af- 
ford to pay, I'm going- broke." 


In the good old days 
(before 


mail orders) the trappers thronged 
to little villages 
like 
Ugashik, 


Akiak and Bethel with their furs. 
There they went from one trader 
to another. 


Wassilie Snowball would unpack 


his bundle of beaver 
and 
otter 


pelts and say "how much?" the 
trader would make r face, look 
down his nose at the furs and mur- 
mur "two. hundred dollars." 


"TJmph " Snowball would reply, 


and gx> to the next fur buyer down 
the street. 


If the second fur buyer could 


offer $10 more the sale was closed. 
Wassilie took his cash, paid off the 
trader who - had grubs.taked him 
and xvent home to his squaw. 


"It was a fine old competitive 


spirit," according to C. E. Reed, 
who operated a store at Dilling- 
ham. 


Now things have changed. Many 


Eskimos have begun mailing their 
furj to the big mail-order com- 
panies in the states. Airmail being 
what it is, they soon have 
their 


checks in hand.

Not so very many households 


these days can answer yes but those 
who do have a maid or any other 
household worker will read with 
interest a copy of a brief booklet 
bearing that question as a title. 


Bernard A Farab^augh, manager 


of the Erie Social Security office, 
began distributing this booklet to- 
day. This colorful leaflet Sets out, 
in a few sentences, just how the 
lady of the house, or any employ- 
er of domestic help in or around 
the home, may tell whether or not 
tht worker is brought under the 
new Social Security Law which 
becomes effective on Jp.n. 1. 11*51. 


The work'of those regularly em- 


ployed in private homes will be 
credited to social security and the 
employer will be responsible for 
reporting wages, along" with social 
security taxes, to the collector of 
internal revenue.1 


The title of the pamphlet docs 


not stop with "Do \ou Have - a 
Maid?" but continues 
"—or 
a 


laundress''. - a 
cook V - chauf- 


feur? —gardner?" Any of these, 
or any otncr persons employed re- 
gularly for work in or around a 
private household may come under 
the new law. and Farabaugh urges 
their employers to request a free 
copy of the booklet. 


A simple test in the booklet in 


terms of amounts of wages 
paid 


and regularity of employment, will 
tell whether a maid or cook or 
laundress will got the protection of 
social security—and -whether the 
housewife should start making re- 
ports next year, if so. there's a 
postage-paia postal card in 
the 


government-issued booklet which 
the housewife should mail in 
for 


instructions.
